wish to know more about the successful keep- 
ing of marine and freshwater fishes. The dates 
for this celebration-with-a-purpose, to take 
place in the Academy’s Morrison Auditorium, 
are Saturday and Sunday, September 8-9,, and 
will be held in conjunction with the Society's 
Annual _Tropical Fish Show that will be on 
view concurrently in North American Hall. 


Many aquatic experts in many special fields 
of endeavor will, among other things, discuss: 
choosing, setting up and maintaining aquaria; 
the care of marine life; the care of freshwater 
fishes; fish diseases, their diagnosis and treat- 
ment; and water chemistry, to mention but 
some. There will be a series of films screened 
in conjunction with the lectures and discus- 
sions, and points will be made about the 
aquatic environment surrounding us and how 
one can bring a part of it into one’s own 
home. 


But here is the biggest boon of all: All 
proceeds will go toward defraying the cost 
of an exhibit for the blind and the handi- 
capped to be located in the Academy, a proj- 
ect to which the San Francisco Aquarium So- 
ciety is dedicated. 


Fees are assuredly modest: $2.50 per each 
of the four sessions, or a total of $10.00 if 
purchased in advance.

What exactly is happening to the 20,000 
year-old paintings of France and Spain? Are 
the caves closed or open? How many are 
there, and where are they located? How were 
the paintings created—and why? 

These are but a few of the many questions 
that will be answered by English artist/writer 
Douglas Mazonowicz who, with his unique 
collection of color slides, will share a subter- 
ranean journey through prehistory and be 
the guide to the artistry and skill and intelli- 


- gence of early ancestors. 


Describing himself as almost a ‘cave man”, 
Mr. Mazonowicz did research for nine years 
in the caves of France and Spain, making 
actual-size copies of the paintings he en- 
countered. Later on, some of these warks will 
be featured in an Academy exhibit. He re- 
cently founded the Gallery of Prehistoric 
Paintings at Rohnert Park, Sonoma County, 
which is open to the public every weekend 
with no admission charge. He visits Europe 
annually, escorting groups of people on spe- 
cial tours through the painted and engraved 
caves that he knows so intimately. 

Three presentations as indicated and your 
membership card will admit you through the 
main entrance of Cowell Hall. At the matinee 
performance you will be asked to show it 
once again at the auditorium entrance.

This is the way it looked 
on that memorable day in 1923 when Stein- 
hart Aquarium first opened its doors to an 
eager public that has remained equally eager 
since. At the time, it was conceded to be the 
most modern aquarium in existence. Ignatz 
Steinhart, its turn-of-the-century benefactor, 
contributed monies that made the elaborate 
construction possible. He had employed ex- 
perts to examine all aspects of aquaria around 
the world, having them researched, docu- 
mented and photographed. He, himself, visit- 
ed many of them personally. Unfortunately, 
he did not live to see its completion. 

Building operations started April 1, 1922 
and the formal opening occurred September 
29, 1923. The rest is history. Since that time, 
Steinhart has not only found its place as one 
of the greatest cultural attractions in San 
Francisco and the West, but is renowned in- 
ternationally for the quality and the beauty 
of that portion of the aquatic world it presents 
daily to its enthusiastic visitors.

JOHN E. McCOSKER, the newly appointed 
Acting Superintendent of Steinhart Aquarium, 
is a native Californian born in Los Angeles. He 
received his Bachelor of Arts degree from Oc- 
cidental College and from there proceeded 
to Scripps Instiution of Oceanography. He 
was a pre-doctoral research fellow at the 
Smithsonian Tropical Research Instiute, Bal- 
boa, Canal Zone, 1970-1971. His recently 
awarded Ph.D. from Scripps was concerned 
with “The Osteology, Classification, and Re- 
lationships of the Eel Family Ophichthidae 
(Pisces, Anguilliformes)’’. His particular fields 
of interest are the zoogeography of eastern 
Pacific fishes, the behavior and ecology of sea 
snakes and several fish families, and the evo- 
lution and relationships of marine fishes. 

Dr. McCosker was involved in more than 
a dozen expeditions 1968-1972) to various 


spots in the eastern and western Pacific and 
Atlantic oceans observing and collecting ma- 
rine fishes. In 1971, he received an Academic 
Achievement Award in higher education and 
research from the Smithsonian. 

He was married in 1970 to the former 
Sandra Smith who shares his enthusiasm for 
SCUBA, travel, hiking and back-packing, and 
they have explored, either by foot or by car, 
the California High Sierra as well as much of 
Central and South America. 

Mrs. McCosker has long been preoccupied 
by ethnic music—particularly that of South 


and Central American Indians, and recently 
“completed a thesis entitled “The Lullabies of 


the San’ Blas: Cuna Indians of Panama” at the 


-», University-of California, Los Angeles, Institute 
~ of Ethnomusicology. 


Prior to coming to San Francisco and the 
Academy and his challenging position in 
Steinhart Aquarium, Dr. McCosker resided in 
San Diego where he was an instructor in biol- 
ogy at City College and a lecturer in Marine 
Biology at the University of California, San 
Diego.
